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FOR  THE  BETTER  UNDERSTANDING 

OF  THE  TERM  "COMPENSATION" 

The  recent  article  on  Group  Insurance 
warrants  the  early  appearance  of  a  few 
words  on  a  similar  emiployer-employee  re- 
lationship, nam.ely  compensation.  In  this 
day  and  age  when  far  too  many  people  have 
the  idea  that  the  world  owes  them  a  living, 
we  are  a  bit  reluctant  to  sav  much  about 
compensation. 

There  are  those  am.cng  us  who,  upon  be- 
ing injured,  figure  on  the  continuation  of 
their  fa'ary  along  with  compensation.  Let's 
iust  take  a  hypothetical  case  and  see  why 
this  isn't  possible.  Suppose  you  are  off  duty 
because  of  an  injury  and  are  receiving  work- 
m.an's  compensation.  Just  because  the  com- 
pensation check  you  receive  comes  from 
Aaetna  Casualty  and  Surety  Co.,  don't 
think  it  doesn't  cost  the  hospital  anything. 
Through  the  Workmien's  Compensation  In- 
surance premium,  the  hospital  pavs  directly 
for  all  time  lost  by  its  em.ployees  on  com- 
pensation plus  a  handling  charge  to  the  in- 
surance company  for  the  expense  of  carry- 
ing the  account. 

Suppose,  as  is  usually  the  case,  a  relief 
person  is  hired  to  do  your  work  while  you 
are  out.  Add  all  this  up  and  see  what  it 
costs.  The  hospital  through  its  compensation 
insurance  premium  pays  2/3  of  your  reg- 
ular salary,  while  you  are  off  duty.  In  addi- 
tion it  pays  a  relief  person  to  do  your  work 
during  your  absence.  If  in  addition  your 
regular  salary  were  continued,  the  hospital 
would  be  paying  almost  triple  to  get  your 
job  done. 

And  here's  another  logical  sequence  of 
facts  for  you  to  ponder:  more  accidents, 
more  compensation;  higher  insurance  costs; 
less  in  the  pot  for  your  and  my  pay  envelope. 
The  sum  of  two  and  two  is  not  five.

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PUT  UP  —  OR  SHUT  UP 
This  Article  is  primarily  for  people  dis- 
satisfied with  The  Pulse.

If  you  were  confronted  with  the  problem 
of  trying  to  write  something  to  satisfy  all 
at  the  same  tim.e  an  athlete  and  an  anatom- 
ist, a  carpenter  and  a  cook,  an  endocrinol- 
ogist and  an  engineer,  a  nurse  and  a  nisrht- 
watchman,  a  plumber  and  a  printer,  what 
would  your  answer  be?  Beyond  doubt,  you 
would  decide  that  no  one  article  could  please 
so  many  persons  with  such  divergent  in- 
terests. That  is  just  what  the  makers  of  The 
Pulse  realized  from  the  beginning.  Hence 
their  policy  is  to  present  various  articles  of 
different  types,  in  the  hope  of  reaching  vari- 
ous people  of  different  types. 

You  do  not  like  every  program  on  the 
radio,  but  the  programs  that  you  hasti'y 
turn  off,  another  man  eagerly  turns  on.

In  that  event,  just  send  in  notes 
or  a  rough  outline  of  what  you  want  to  say, 
and  The  Pulse  will  provide  a  collaborator 
to  write  it  up  for  you.

CHARTER  DAY 

June  13th  marked  the  hospital's  170th 
Charter  Day.  It  was  169  years  ago,  on  June 
13,  1771,  that  King  George  III  granted  a 
cliarter  to  this,  the  city's  first  institution 
for  the  care  of  the  sick. 

The  anniversary  was  celebrated  with  a 
luncheon  in  the  lounge  of  tb.e  Nurses  Resi- 
dence, attended  by  about  80  members  of  the 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  their 
guests.  Mr.  Barklie  Henry  presided  at  the 
gathering,  and  stressed  the  fr.ct  that  al- 
though the  hospital  has  a  long  and  distin- 
guished history,  its  greatest  achievements 
are  in  the  present  and  its  even  greater  pos- 
sibilities in  the  future. 


BROADCAST  CONSIDERED 

The  first  ice  cream  soda  to  tempt  Pari- 

siens  was  introduced  to  France  by  James  A. 
Bowden  of  the  Protection  Department.  At 
about  the  time  the  American  box  fight,  the 
American  turkey  trot,  the  American  bunny 
hug  and  the  American  cocktail  were  en- 
joyed, the  French  capital  inspired  the  whole- 
sale invasion  of  another  Yankee  institution 
.  .  .  the  ice  cream  soda. 

The  promoter,  James  A.  Bowden,  in- 
stalled a  regular  soda  fountain  in  a  large 
shop  on  the  grand  boulevard,  and  Paris 
showed  every  indication  of  making  a  rage  of 
the  sweet,  foamy,  syrupy  beverage  and  pro- 
nounced as  a  joy  forever  the  icy  delectabil- 
ity  of  the  nut  sundae.  Bowden  attempted  to 
engage  native  confectioners  to  make  ice 
cream,  in  American  fashion  and  imported 
American  flavoring  syrups,  gas  fountains, 
mirrors,  counters  and  all  the  other  acces- 
sories for  dealing  out  the  fizzy  water  with 
its  floating  island  of  ice  cream. 

As  he  said  to  the  reporter  for  the  old 
New  York  World,  "I'm  not  only  expect- 
ing patronage  of  American  tourists  but  I'll 
probably  get  the  ribbon  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  when  ice  cream  soda  water  replaces 
heavy  wines,  absinthe,  cordials  and  aper- 
itifs at  all  the  Parisien  cafes." 

The  idea  was  perfect,  the  novelty  was 
contagious,  but  the  last  World  War  wrote 
finis  to  the  dream  of  success.  There  v.'ere 
plans  to  return  after  the  conflict,  but  con- 
ditions had  changed  and  the  market  no 
longer  permitted  the  usurping  of  the  throne 
of  Bacchus  by  carbonated  water,  no  miatter 
how  well  disguised. 

At  one  time  Mr.  Bowden  operated  three 
super  soda  fountains  when  they  were  soda 
fountains.  His  ventures  were  located  on 
Broadway  and  he  was  closely  associated 
with  miany  of  the  "Beau  Brummels"  and 
outstanding  figures  of  the  Gay  Nineties, 
such  as:  Steve  Brodie.  Diamond  Jim  Brady 
and  J.  L.  Sullivan.  His  reputation  was  well 
founded  on  both  continents  and  he  was  con- 
sidered an  artist  in  his  fi^ld. 

Incidentally,  he  is  the  father  of  seven 
daughters,twins  included.  Bowden  disclaims 
too  m.uch  credit  for  any  special  knowledge 
of  his  vocation  but  naively  claims  that  a 
pleasing  personnlity  is  responsible  for  the 
greater  part  of  his  success.  As  a  French 
news  column  ended  an  article  having  fully 
described  the  ingredients  of  one  of  his  sun- 
daes .  .  .  "That  is  all  there  is  in  it.  Like 
m=ost  great  creations,  it  is  sim.ple." 

Negotiations  are  now  under  way  to  have 
sorr.e  of  his  most  interesting  experiences  put 
on  the  air  on  the  "We  the  People"  hour. 
Should  be  loads  of  fun  even  with  a  good 
deal  of  deletion  in  recounting  his  excapades 
while  in  France.
